Tried, With Able Counsel On
Both Sides,

The attendance st the May session of
oourt Is nousoally large this week, called
hers mainly on sccount of the trial o1
George Strain and wife, charged with the
killing of Albert Allen, aud besides Lhe
extra panel of jurors drawn and the no-
merous witnesses summoned on the case,
many interested spectators are present,

Thaclvil list was quickly disposed of
for this ter ng put over to
the Sep sgresment of the
parties st luterest. Judge Hinckley s
presiding, with Assoclate Morgan also on
the benoh, Associate Aul being abssnt,

The following motlons were disposed
of; : im .

J. B, Ciltestor, having complied with
all bis obligations, was discharged €8 the
guardian of Howard Palterson.

Subpwnss in divors were allowed in
the divoree progeedings of May Chap-
man ve, K, L, Chapman, and Sarah T,
Barnett va, Mervin E. Barnett,

The court issued an order permitting
A. C. Brown, the mastir; to sell real es-
tale in the matter of the estate of Lydia
A, Wallers, deceased.

The rosd supervisors of Hows town-
ship reported the creek rond, known as
& utate rond, passing through that towno-
ship for a distance of eleven miles, as
beiog in & very bad condition. On mo-
tion the court gave them permission to
spend & sum not to exceed one thousand
dollars, for the purposs of putling the
road in a good eondition,

The stated case of W, H, Pickens va.

The history of this case |8 guite well
ramembered. On March 2d Inst George
Strain and wife appeared in the afternoon
ut the bosrding bouse conduoted by J. L.
Glenn, st Huonter's Camp, Harmony
township, this county, snd reported that
Albert Allen, & loamster, was |ylog
wounded and blesding in the woods abont
a mile back near the Gorman hill rond in
the direstion of Fagundus, haviog been
cut by Mre. Strain In delense of ber hon-
or sgainst assault from Allen, Mrw,
Strain's clothing was somewhal torn spd
disarranged aod she otherwise showad
some affects of n struggle, A party ao-
eompanied Strain to scone of the tragedy,
Allen was found about twenty rods from
the Gorman bill road on & rim of a de-
proasion formed by an old eonductor hole,
lying in a pool of blood and still blesdiog
profusely. The snow for some feet around
was trampled down sod stained with
blood, and blood also stained the snow on
beyonil the sonduotor hole down the hill
severdl feel. The wounded man was in s
seml-oonscions atate from shook and lossof
blood, He wus taken to the Glaun home
and n doctor was summoned, but did not
arrive until afier the death of Allen at
about 7:00 o'clock the same evening. A
number of witnesses testitiod at the bear-
ing that Allen was semi-conselons, G, L.
Glenn testified that Allen sald o bim
“George Stralo oot ma'  Allen was
woundsd in two places: One cot was
oomplotely through the fleshy part of the
thigh of the left leg and & serlous knife
oot ln the baok over the left shoulder
which penetrated the lung,

The defendants were arraigned shortly
after the Tassday morning sessjon con-
voned, They both seemed somewbst
mors pale than on their last appearanes,
probably dus o thelr confinement,
Strain showed no sign of uneasiness, but
Mrs. Sirain uppearsd to be under some-
what of & nervous stralo,  To the charge,
which was road to them both plead wnol
gulliy, and o the question a8 1o how they
wished to be tried boltb aoswered, * By
God and my conntryman ' The securing
of a jury oceupled the court's time until
about 2 o'slock In the afternoon, The sx-
amipation of the jorors disclossd that
quiten large number on the list had
formed and expresssd opiolons as 1o the
marits of the case, Some were disquali-
fed for this resson, Others professed
conselentious soruples  against  capital
punishment and wers challenged for this
CRUNS,

At 250 District Attorney Carringer ad-
dressedd the jury for the Commonwenlih,
forsoasting the avidence npon which the
prosvontion will ssk the convietion of the

defendants of Lhe crime of murder, His
proposals tollowed subatantialiy the faots
above given relative to the history of the
erime.
